Double-Talk 

XTEWS  REPORTS  ol  Prim*  Minister  Paarson’» 
■1  "  recent  statements  on  his  government’s  attitude 
and  Intention  toward  Canada’s  real  or  Imagined 
nuclear  arms  commitment  have  been  distressingly 
confused. 

This  Is  not  due  to  seasoned  Ottawa  newspaper 
correspondents  suddenly  losing  their  ability  to  recount 
accurately  a  straightforward  news  item  but  simply 
because  Mr.  Pearson’s  pronouncements  on  the  matter 
have  been  anything  but  clear. 

Indeed,  so  bewildering  have  his  remarks  been  that 
they  defy  even  the  most  qualified  and  expert  news 
analyst  to  make  head  or  tall  of  them. 

For  Instance,  Mr.  Pearson’s  verbal  adventures 
with  the  press  gallery  on  Tuesday  followed  an  odd 
sequence.  On  the  way  to  a  cabinet  meeting  he  took 
time  to  inform  reporters  that  there  was  no  truth  in 
tiie  story  that  President  Kennedy  expected  him  to 
give  a  definite  nuclear  commitment  at  the  Hyannis 
Port  meeting  of  the  two  leaders  next  weekend.  He 
had  not,  he  said,  been  asked  nor  would  he  give  such 
a  commitment. 

When  the  cabinet  recessed  two  hours  later  Ottawa 
newspapers  were  on  the  street  headlining  his  declar¬ 
ation  with  such  banners  as  “PM  Denies  Pledge”  and 
“No  U.S.  Arms  Deal— PM.” 

He  again  spoke  to  the  press — this  time  in  an 
attempt  to  clarify  what  he  meant  earlier.  "I  didn't 
mean  that  we  had  weakened  on  what  we  consider  to 
be  a  commitment,”  he  explained. 

He  also  revealed  that  an  Interdepartmental  com¬ 
mittee  was  working  on  “the  exact  nature  of  the 
commitments  and  the  best  way  of  discharging  them.” 

Two  hours  later  he  asked  reporters  to  meet  him 
again — this  time  on  his  way  to  a  defence  committee 
meeting.  “I  was  a  little  worried  about  the  inter¬ 
pretations  of  what  I  said  this  morning,”  he  said.  “I 
was  thinking  of  new  commitments,  not  commitments 
we  have  accepted  in  continental  defence  and  in 
NATO.” 

The  kind  he  had  had  In  mind,  for  instance,  were 
those  that  might  be  involved  in  an  inter-allied  or 
multilateral  nuclear  force. 

He  also  said  that  it  would  “take  a  little  time” 
before  Canada  acquires  nuclear  arms,  which  is  quits 
understandable  because,  as  one  Canadian  Press 
dispatch  noted,  before  any  action  can  be  taken  a 
bilateral  agreement  between  Canada  and  the  United 
States  would  be  required. 

Mr.  Pearson  was  obviously  reluctant  to  admit  that 
until  such  an  agreement  Is  signed  and  ratified  by  tfie 
U.S.  Congress  and  approved  by  the  Canadian  Parlia¬ 
ment  no  actual  nuclear  arms  commitment  can 
possibly  exist — even  though  he  knows  full  well  this  is 
the  situation. 

The  reason  why  he  is  so  loath  to  mention  this 
moot  salient  feature  of  Canada's  present  nuclear  arms 
position  is  that  it  would  be  an  admission  on  his  part 
that  former  Prime  Minister  Dlefenbaker  told  the 
absolute  truth  of  the  matter  to  the  public  of  Canada 
during  the  last  election. 

Rather  than  do  this  he  Is  prepared  to  Indulge  In 
double-talk  to  the  press — double-talk  that  can  too 
quickly  become  nothing  but  gibberish. 

Natural  Reaction 

AS  WAS  predictable,  Victoria’s  homesite-valuation 

of  it*  Elk  and  Beaver  I-akes  recreational  and 
watershed  property  at  $3,272,000  has  raised  Saanich 
hackles  and  brought  to  an  end— temporarily,  one 
hopes — the  commendable  interest  of  that  municipality 
in  purchasing  it,  dedicating  it  as  a  park,  and  thereafter 
maintaining  and  developing  it  as  such  without  help 
from  the  city. 

The  Saanich  reaction  is  natural,  for  the  value  of 
the  land  if  subdivided  and  sold  for  building  lot*  is 
entirely  irrelevant.  Considering  that  it  would  remain 
park,  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  community,  a 
maximum  fair  price  could  only  be  the  amount  of  the 
city’s  investment  with  very  moderate  interest  over  its 
long  tenure. 

It  was  diplomacy  of  the  worst  sort  for  Victoria 
to  imply  by  its  actions  that  the  subdivision  appraisal 
was  its  opening  figure  for  negotiations.  Perhaps  that 
shock  has  now  been  softened  by  Acting  Mayor 
Dowell’s  assurance  that  the  dty  is  willing  to  listen  to 
anything  reasonable. 

But  animosity  at  the  same  time  has  been 
generated  and  aggravated  by  Councillors  Casey  and 
Passmore  of  Saanich  painting  a  dreadful  picture  of 
villainous  Victoria,  with  a  majority  of  members  on 
the  Greater  Victoria  water  board,  selling  the  property 
to  the  board,  and  by  Alderman  Dowell's  reply  that 
if  the  dty  does  “have  to  approach  the  board  to  buy 
this  property,  It  will  be  only  because  of  Saanich's 
refusal  to  discuss  a  reasonable  proposition.” 

Why  the  Saanich  councillors  would  regard  as 
dangerous  the  sale  of  the  recreation  grounds  to  the 
board  so  that  all  Greater  Victoria  water-users — which 
means  everyone — would  share  the  cost  is  puzzling. 
From  the  viewpoint  of  their  own  munidpal  taxpayers 
this  course  would  seem  preferable. 

But  in  any  case  their  professions  of  fear  can  be 
seen  at  best  as  misguided,  for  because  of  the  board's 
quorum  requirements,  there  is  no  likelihood  that 
Victoria  would  be  able  to  force  its  will  on  the  other 
three  members. 

Some  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  acting 
mayor  to  smooth  the  waters.  Common  sense,  and  the 
interests  of  the  residents  of  Saanich  and  Victoria, 
now  demand  that  both  coundls  forget  their  antag¬ 
onism  and  reapproach  the  subject  in  amicable  and 
reasonable  mood.

1  by  the  prevalence  of  divorce  but  the  trend  is 
common  to  modem  society.  This  is  particularly  so 
across  the  line,  where  debate  currently  rages  on 
whether  Governor  Rockefeller  of  New  York  has  not 
ruined  his  chances  of  a  presidential  nomination  by 
marrying  a  divorcee  after  being  himself  divorced. 

The  thesis  is  that  no  divorced  man  has  ever  been 
elected  president  of  the  U.S.A.,  an  argument  perhaps 
vitiated  by  President  Kennedy's  election  to  the  White 
House  as  its  first  Roman  Catholic  occupant. 

At  the  height  of  their  fame  family  members  of 
both  President  Roosevelt  and  Prime  Minister  Churchill 
sundered  their  marriages  without  prejudice  to  their 
parents.  The  social  code  has  changed. 

Probably  Governor  Rockefeller  couldn’t  displace 
President  Kennedy  next  year  under  any  circumstances, 
and  by  1968  many  other  factors  may  decide  the 
presidential  issue.

This  is  what  1  mean  by  two  sets  of 
conditions  opposed  to  one  another 
How  can  we  give  our  sown  grass  seed 
full  exposure  to  the  sun,  and  at  the 
same  time  keep  them  Irom  doing

The  U.S.  Experimental  Station  at 
Bellsville,  Maryland,  has  come  up 
with  a  surprisingly  simple  solution  to 
this  paradoxical  situation.  The  seeds 
are  sown  in  the  ordinary  way  and 
pressed  into  close  contact  with  the 
soil  by  running  a  light  roller  over  the 
sown  ground.  Then  the  site  Is 
covered  with  a  plastic  sheet  held 
down  with  rocks  or  bricks  or  pegs. 
The  atmosphere  remains  moist  under 
the  transparent  covering,  while  tha 
seeds  can  sunbathe  to  their  heart's 
content.  The  plastic  is  removed  after 
the  grass  is  nicely  sprouted.

Covering  a  whole  big  new  lawn 
would  probably  be  an  expensive 
proposition,  but  for  the  reseeding  of 
the  odd  bad  patch  in  the  lawn,  the 
new  technique  works  like  a  charm.
